TTailures are about 30 per cent, 
less in number and liabilities than hist 
year. At- Quebec wholesale trade is 
(piiet, with collections fair, and retailers 
are busy. At Montreal retail business 
is good, and money is coming in well. 
Toronto reports quiet wholesale trade, 
lint moderalo sorting up. orders and a 
good holiday trade. Hamilton business 
has shiekeiied with the holiday season. 
At Winnipeg jobbers report simil:ir con- 
ditions to last year's, with retail trade 
1(1. but money not much easier. At 
Victoria the Christmas business com- 
pares favorably with former years, but 
wliolesale trade is rather quiet, though 
the ontlocdc is good". 

New York. Dec :!().— Rradstreet's to- 
morrow will say: The liidiiiay quiet in 
iieral demand, sustained activity in 
iudnslrial lines, jiarticularly iron and 
teel. exeeptioiiallv largo shipments of 
goods on orders, liberal cereal exports 
uid specially heavy dealings ui sp(^cnlat- 
ive movements, ale features calling for 
notable nieiition in the closing wc-k of 
the year. Firmness in price is lik-.nvise 
an encouraging feature in most staples. 
AVlieat, though . showing . reaction, is 
bighier for the week, owing to large f\ 
iiort clearances, and other cereals -ire 
in sympathy..

RUSStA VIEWS Wm ALARM 

The Coiistnietion of Nicaraguau Canal 
and 'Unitc><l Stales' Appearance 
as Asiatic Power. 

Now York, Dec. 30.— Tlio Herald's Eu- 
ropean editiuti prlnt.s the following; 34u.s- 
sia is cviilently beginning 11 cnmpaisn 
against tho Nicaraguau canal. The 
Novoe Vremya publishes articles not 
only warmly advocating the Panama 
scheme, bat filled with bitter dislike of 
the United States. The writer says the 
predominance of the United States would 
liave been desirable for Russia a few 
years ago, but all this has changed since 
the last war, The writer goes on to way 
that, having despoiled poor Spain, tlio 
United Stales has become a cobMiial 
parly and Asiatic power. Itegardin,:,' the 
Monroe doctrine, America for Amerieans, 
implies the other doctrine that Ameiican 
domination must be confined to America. 
The Y'ankocs nre now entering into open 
competition with us in China and Corea, 
and have no scruples over tlieir alliasice 
with their traditional enemy, England, 
and Japan for this purpose. For this 
reason Kussiau financiers and diploma- 
tists ought to give their support to the 
French undertaking when it comes to 
seriously discanling the iiontra ligation 
of the Panama canal and placing it un- 
der th(^ control or guin-nntce of Euro- 
iwaii and American iiowers. 

The writer deelnres the Panama route 
to be more benolicial to Russia than the 
Nicaragua route. Uliis latter canal, he 
adds, even snpimsing its completion pos- 
sible, would lie purely an Aniericsin un- 
dertaking, whereas the Pananui canal 
remains in the hands of our allies, tlie 
French, or it may become an inter- 
national (Enterprise with the addition of 
a strong American clement in its share- 
holders. 

The Novoe Vremya says: "Russia must 
tberefoi-e l)e on guard against the United 
States, especially in view of the enonu- 
ous wealth ou its Pacific shores and tlie 
strategical positions occupied by the 'Am- 
erieans in Sandwich, "Philippine and Sa- 
luonn and Mariana islands.'

Cortain sueiul evils always have ex- 
isted and nhvnys will e.vist. It is impos- 
sible to stniup them out. Suppressed iu 
one ilircotion, tliey maUe their niipear- 
•mcc in another. Nevertheless they ure 
<'vil.s, and when an issue is raised square- 
ly between them and public morality, all 
good citizens will plueo themselves on 
the side of the latter, ^'i(.•torla is not llu- 
onl.v city wliere this issue lias been pre- 
sented, but we venture to say lliat it is, 
if not the only one, at least, (lae out of 
very lew, wliere those who are cliarKod 
■with the duty of suppressing vice and 
iaiinorallty, distinctly refused to do so, 
for the action of the police board is 
such a refusal. It ])ixibal)ly is true that 
the condition of thiug.s eontempiated by 
JIayor llcdfcrn's resolution, which was 
..ndoptcd, is all Uuit we can hope for, but 
it is a direct instruction to the Chief of 
J'olice to ignore the law and .substitute 
for it liis own discretion. The citizens 
have an cxamiile of that offlcer'a discre- 
tion in the past, and it has led to a con- 
dition of thiuga tliat has given rise to 
grave scandal. Mayor Kedfern and 
Police Commissioucr llelniclien have laid 
themselves open to very grave criticism. 
What right have they to say how the law 
shall be enforced only when it suits the 
jadgmcnt of the Chief of Police to en- 
force it? Wliat right have they to say 
that the ideas of this olliciai shall i)re- 
vail over the wishes of the people as ox- 

.pr(5S8ed in the Griminal Code of Oansda? 

t, What the public will feel most con- 

' ceraed' about is the reasons given by 
Messrs. Kedfern and llelinckcn why the 

;laTV should not be enforced. They talked of 
this being n seaport with a large floating 
population. There' are cities iu Canada 
where ten times as many vessels load as 
iu Victoria and wliere the law is sub- 
stantially enforced. We do not any tliat 
ia those cities the social evil is sup- 
pressed, but the moment it shows its 
bead conspicuously it is struck at in a 
manner, which impresses upon those, 
who mnl>e a living by it, and upon all 
others, that it is an evil and a disgrace 
to have anything to do with luaintaiuiug 
it. When the evil is not conspicuous, sens- 
ible men feel that it is not Svell to inter- 
fere with it. The battle was fought out 
in St. John, N.B., some fifteen years 
■ago. St. Jolia is a city of about 50 per 
-cent, greater population than Victoria, 
-and is one of the most important sea- 
ports la Canada. It is not an uncom- 
mon thing to see twenty or more large 
ships and steamers lying in the harbor 
for weeks wliiie loading. Sailors are a 
conspicuous element of the population. 
Oonditions similar . to ' those existing in 
Tictoria to-day existed there in 1883, 
and almost identical arguments were 
made against putting the law into ex- 
ecution. Nevertheless public opinion 
jonde itself felt. Vice was not driven 
from the city, but it was made incon- 
spicuoUH and so it has remained. In 
Seattle several years ago the same ques- 
tion demanded attention, the result being 
that the conspicuousness of the evil, 
which liad become a shame and dis- 
grace, was done away with. The plan 
.adopted in both those cities was not to 
direct tlie chief of police to enforce tlii> 
law when in his discretion the vicious 
class was unduly conspicuous, but sim- 
ply to epforce the law. That is the in- 
struction which the Chief of Police of 
Victoria should hiive received. 

'\\'e jinss the observations of Dr. 
Helmclcen by vv'ith as little conunciit as 
Dossihl,'. It would 111' easy to employ 
very strong language, and none would 
l>e too strong to use concerning them. 
We decline to accept either his promises 
or his eoiiclnsions, and assert on the coii- 
Irary that no man, who is informed as 
to conditions existing in large centres of 
population will agree witii liim. 

THE SUIT AGAINST 

MR. STODDART. 

The iiislituticn of an action against 
.Mr. Stoddart for upwards of ,';;'J(iO,Oll(l 
penalty for violation of the act to secure 
the independence of parliament is a mat- 
ter whicli will attract n great deal of 
attention. It is something about wliicli 
all the people of the province will desire 
explanation. Yet we desire to direct 
public nttention to the fact that under 
the law, as the Supremo court of this 
province is understood to intend to apply 
it, no newspaper is safe in inahing any 
rcforonce to llie ease whutever. U'e are 
i\ot sun' thai suiiie soli<-iliir will not think 
llialwhiit has lieen already said will ind 
!l'ord him grounds tor summoiung the 
manager lind editor of this paper before 
(lie court on pr()'eeeding3' for contetiipf>' 
: a ad t lint some judge will not visit his 



displeasure upon the newspaper by sen- 
tencing it at len.st to pay the costs of 
the ap[>lication. In any other part of 
the Empire it would be quite safe for u 
newspaper to comment upon the insti- 
tution of this case, the principles in- 
volved and its probable effect. To do 
so in British Columbia is to incur the 
danger of fine, imprisonment and heavy 
costs. -A few months ago the Colonist 
inadvertently published an observation 
in connection with a ease. The court 
was moved for tlie issuing of an attach- 
ment in r;ontenipt, and although the 
judge dedinedjitoiimnlrcr'nny;^^^ of 
that kind, and althbiigli ho declined to 
say tliat any rea.sonable man could be 
inlluenced iu the sliglitest degree by 
what appeared in the paper, he compelied 
the paper to pay the costs. Later, when 
liroceedings were taken for another ' al- 
leged contempt, tbo judge held that no 
contempt had been committed, but de- 
clined to order Ibe party moving in the 
matter to pay tlie (?osts, thereby throw- 
ing up(Mi the newspaper the expense of 
defending itself against a charge of 
which ho held that it bad not been 
guilt.v. So as it is equailly expensive, 
(U- nearly so, wlietlier a newspaiier is 
right or wrong in the exercise of free 
speech, the Colonist proposes for a 
change to let the fact that this extra- 
onlinary suit has lieen taken pass with- 
out any observation whatever upon it. 
It is not our intention to refrain from 
comment upon public matters of tiiis 
nature in future, but we take this as a 
conspicuous illustration of wliat some of 
the judges tliiulc is necessary in order 
that they may not be iulluenrcd in tlic 
<lisehai-ge of their duties. 

(".\.\.\I)A AXI) ITM'i'Kl) STATES. 

We printed yesterday a special Post- 
Intelligencer desiiateli from WnshiuL-'ton 
regarding the Aiiglo-Amoricaii nogutia- 
tioiis. It is not very pleasant reading, 
but when the eoniiiieiits of tbo corres- 
pondent are oliiniiuited there is really 
not very much left. It is, however, pro- 
ner that some observations should he 
made upon the points which the cor- 
respondent says have been deteniiiiied 
on. One of these is the admission of 
coa,l into the United States free of dijtj-. 
This will be of considerable advantage 
to the mine owners of Xova Scotia and 
some ailvantage to those of Hritisli Col- 
umbia. It is likely to increase the de- 
mand for the output of existing mines 
and to lead to the development of new 
oni'S. r.ritish Columlda coa.l is very 
much belter Ibaii tliat produceil on the 
Sound, and will take the market away 
fr(un the latter, other things being 
eipial. Our local mine owners have not 
eoniplained much Of the duty on coal, 
and we do not know that they will re- 
gard its removal as a very great boon. 
If it is expected that the people Ot Brit- 
ish Columbia will regard the admission 
of coa\ free of duty into tlie Ilnitoi 
States a fouipensation for the surrender 
of the right of pelagic scaling, the gov- 
ernment of Canada is making a verj* 
serious error. 

'I'bo correspondent is quite wrong in 
saying that it was the hope of reciprocity 
that brought the <'onmiission together. 
'Ibe commission was for the settlement 
of several open <iue.stions between the 
two conntries, which have at vorious 
times created .more or less friction. Not 
very many Canadi.-ins expected niirch in 
the way of reciprocity. Tlierc is a 
growing feeling in this country that we 
can get along very well withont mripto- 
city. licciprocity nevcr' Svas an open 
questicm between the two governments. 
It did not belong in the same category 
as the bonding privilege, the Atlantic 
lislieries, tlie rights of the sealers and 
thi> Alaskan boundary. Reciprocal trade 
might never be heard of. and yet tlie 
relations of the two conntries might con- 
tinue to bo of the most amicable nature- 
It is well to understand this. The peo- 
ple ot Canada will hold Sir Wilfrid 
Latirier and bis associates strictly to 
account for the inaiiner in which tliey 
luive met tlu> demands ot the United 
States, but they will kiiovr how to dis- 
criminate between the two classes ot 
subjects dealt with by the commission, 
whicli the Post-Intelligencer's corres- 
pondent does not appear to have been 
able to do. 



THE APPOINTME5NT OF JUDGES. 

The Toronto Mail and Empire thinks 
that the British Columbia statute speci- 
fying the qualifications of a judge of the 
Supreme court ought to be repealed, 
for it says tlii' opinion of lion. .Mr. Milis, 
minister of justice, of this subject is of 
the highest value. If the section is ul- 
tra vires, no possible harm can result 
from letting it stand. To repeal it would 
look like a surren lcr of the pi>wers of 
the locab legislature, whicli there may 
some day he an object in asserting. As 
the Colonist has already pointed out, the 
opinion expressed by ^Ir. :Mins cannot 
be supported by reference to tin? sec- 
tions of the 1$. X. A. act. which were 
(juoted in C(Uiiiect ion with it. It tlie 
power to say wlio shall bo appointed 
judges is taken away from British Co- 
lumbia, it is by virtue of section 00 of 
the act, which vests the power ot ap- 
pointment in tli(! povprnor-gcneral. Tlie 
argument is that tliLs general power can 
only be limited by something in the 
r.. N. A. act itself, or in some act 
passed in amotdment thereof or in conse- 
quence of its^ provisions, and the British 
Columbia legislature cannot restrict pow- 
ers conferred by an imperial statute. 
On the other hand it is probable that the 
provincial legislature believed itself com- 
petent to enact sueh a provision, because 
by sub-section M of section 02 of the act 
the li'gislaluve is given exclusive jur- 
isdiction over "llie adniinistralioii of jus- 
tice in the province, including the "onsti- 
lution, mainteuanco and organization of 
the courts." Tlie argument jirobalily 
was tlmt there was nothing ini'onsisleiit 
ill tb6 ox'orcise by the legislature. of tlie 
power to specify, when constituting il 



court, of whom it should consist, in con- 
nection with the power ot the governor- 
general to appoint to the positions thus 
created. AVe are well aware tliitt more 
than one' minister of justice has heUl the 
saute views as tliose expressed by Mr. 
Mills, but wo do not tliink the legislature 
should be in any haste to give up powers, 
wiiich the .Tudicial Committee of the 
Privy Council might IioJd were conveyed 
by the section just quoted. 

The serious fire of Thursday night de- 
monstrafes how correct those people were 
who urged the council to provide pro- 
tection for outlying parts of the city 
and to' Btrensthen.fttc;^%e,.;departini iit. 
At the same time' it "^tils'o" demonstrates 
how very little, comparatively siieakiiig, 
be reciuircd to place the city on a sale 
basis in this respect. When a now en- 
gine has been purchased- and properly 
equipped, and the dcpai-tm'ont is strength- 
ened by tlie addition of sufllcient per 
manent men to secure the iniiiicdiate 
presence of a competent working force, 
tiio protection affor(le<i will be quite sat 
isfaetory, if adequate means are provided 
for subduing a conflagration on the 
water front. This' is one weak point in 
the s.vsteni and calls for immediate 
remedy. 



'i'he St. .lohn Sun says there is no 
«oiind reason in what it calls "the craze 
for population," and goes on to say that 
the vacant regions will be of inestimable 
value (o posliM-ity. We are reminded of 
the British member of parliiuiieiit. wlu 
wlu'ii told that a measure, whicli he was 
oi)posiiig. would be good for posterity, 
exclaimed: "Why siioiild I do anything 
for posterity? Wiiat has posterity ever 
done for me?" Most ot us would like 
to sec the country prosper while wo are 
here to enjoy it, and the general opinion 
is That an inereasing population is con- 
ducive to l,iiat end. 



Senator Adams, wiio is reported to be 
dying, is one of the best known men 
in New Brunswick. He was surveyor- 
general in the Fraser government and 
afterwards a member of the House of 
Oonini.-ms. "Mike" Adams, as he was 
universally called, was one of the most 
free-hearted and kindly men who ever 
lived. He was a most aggressive poll 
tical opponent, but never permitted tlio 
most violent dispute to Interfere with 
his personal friendship.

leirltorv. .\fter the liituiise dissatlsfaetloii 
e.iiiseil 'bv llie placer iiilning regnlatlonB, 
1111(1 the "scinidiils alioat the dreaglag 
leiiKi's, It was to lie e.\pei;ted tliat at Ills 
ililrd attempt -Mr. .Sifton would have done 
lietter. It Is generally acUuowIeilgeil that 
In bydraulle mining lies the real hope of 
llie development ot the Yukon, anil the 
regulations have been awalte<l with great 
(iigeriiess by the parties Interested. Dur- 
ing th(> last session of parliament It was 
well known Ihiil a gieat deal' of hole and 
corner work was going on with: reference 
to livdruulle laliiliig permits. Few ot the 
apiilleiuits had lieen on the ground or had 
iiiiv intention of doing any work. All they 
wiuiteil was prescriptive rights oa paper 
uhlch thev coiihl sell to people who dhl 
want to work: and It was reported then 
that the friends of tlie government would 
have the best' chance. This being the posi- 
tion of afCjllrsj' it is curious- to see- how 5tr. 
.sifton proposes to deal wllll' it. Here is 
tbo section of the order-ln-councll: 

" To any person who has prior to tlio 
date hereof llled an application In tlie De- 
r.artment of the Interior at Ottawa, or in 
the of nee of the Coiiimlssloner ot the Y'u- 
t;<in territory, or In the office ot the Gold 
Coinnilssloner, for a mining location in the 
Yukon territory not provided for by the 
iii'aliig regulatlonso now in force, the Mln- 
lEter of the Interlor'may Issue a lease sub- 
ject to the snroo conditions ns to size and' 
otherwise, and conferring the same rights 
lis a lease Issued under these regulations 
for a location acciulreil at jioblie conipe- 
tllloii; provided that the coniniissiouer has 
reiioi-led thai II has been piuved to his 
salisfai'lioii that the applicant himself or 
11 jierson acting for lilm was upon and nc- 
liiallv prospected prior to the dlite Hereof 
tlio ground Included In the Icx-allon, and. 
IiroTlded further, that the Gold Commis- 
sioner hos reported ' that the ground In- 
cluded' In the loentlon Is not liclhg worked 
and Is not suitable to be worked nnder 
the regulations governing pliicer iiiliilii!;. 
Hut under this section no person shall be 
given a lease for more than one local lou." 

It will lie >;e(Mi tb.it the section Is worded 
in Ibe Viiu'iiest terms and leaves every- 
thing to the illscretlon of the Minister of 
the Interior. The only safegiinrd is tlmt 
It .must be proved to the .satisfaction of the 
Gold .Commissioner that the applicant hlni- 
Rplf or a person acting for blm was upon 
and actually prospected the ground applied 
for. If this were interpreted with great 
strlctneH^. It might be some protection for 
the public interests; but It Is to be feared 
lliat It will not be dlflU'uIt for an applicant 
to discover "a person acting for him," 
who liMH nctunlly lieen upon the ground. 
I'^.ven If fall proof Is enacted in In every 
case. It will be no safeguard iignlnst pol- 
itiiul favoritism. Whore a genuine pros- 
Iicctor has to light a claim against some 
on(> with a political pull; It IS eas.v to see 
who will get the advantage. It IS astonfsh- 
l.ig that Mr. Sifton sHoUltV Ihy htesctf 
open to such temptation; There was no 
reason -wliy all the lorntlons should not 
I'uvi^ been thro^vii open to imbllc conipe- 
IIH'iii, mill thnsi' who have special knoivl- 
edge of the district could have used It 
lo their advantage in blilding. To give the 
claiins without payment accordiiii: to tlie 
personal lacllnntlon of the minister opens 
the door for Jobbery. It la erfdent tlmt 
I be best claims all have been applied for, 
some of tlicm two, three and- cvisn sl.t 
times over, and It IB these that Mr. Sifton 
propose.') to distribute according to his own 
Jnilirmont. The snfcKuard of piilillc cuiii- 
].etitloii will be applied only to the cliiliiis 
which iiobodv wiuUs. It Is not a business- 
like arrangoincat, and It Is not creditable 
to the man who devlBed It and msde liliii- 
f-elf the jiidse and' dtstrfhuter of favors 
which the jiarty heelers are known to be 
iMiikerlng after.

The statement made in 'the evening 
paper that they were credibly informed 
that "seven boys attending public schools 
of Victoria, not one of wdiom is yet sev- 
enteen years of age, have become the 
victims of one of those superabundant 
bagnios'', >yas t^ca up at the . board of 
school trustees yesterday nftefii'oon. At 
the opening of the meeting Chairinan 
Hayward said that at a meeting of a 
committee of the hoard held last Satur- 
day afternoon Trustee Marclmnt said 
that he had hoard such a condition, as 
stated in the evening paper, existed in 
the schools. This was before the paper 
containing the statement was issued. ()u 
Monday be met Trustee .Mc.Mickiiig and 
they agreed that if such a coniUtioii ex- 
isted the boys should bo oxiielled. Wit! 
a view of securing information they 
to the otilce ot the evening paper bat it 
being a holiday the editor was not there 
They then saw Inspector Eaton and in- 
structed him to pursue the investigation 
Ho had done so and would report to the 
board. 

Insiiector h^Iaton said he regretted that 
he ha<l 1h>cii unahle to pursue the en- 
quiry to a (leliiiite and satisfactory con- 
clusion. Hi? had called on the editor of 
the Times, told him the object of his 
visit and expressed the opinion that if 
the purity of the public morals was iin 
portant, it was highly important iu con 
nectiou with the schools. The editor 
was asked if he couli! furnish any clue 
to the boys or at least whether (hey be- 
longed to the schools. He replied" that 
he had been told the names of the hoys 
but could not remember the names and 
further that his informant had told liim 
that he received his information from 
pliy.sician. The editor said he was not 
liberty to give the names of his in- 
formants. Afterwards Mr. Eaton had 
seen a physician with whom he was well 
acquainted and the iihysician said that 
he did not know of a medical man in 
the city who would give anybody the 
names of his iiatienls and ho therefore 
discredited the story. About a year ago 
there wns a story in crrculation that 
seven boys had been implicated in some 
■wrongdoing a year previously. It turn 
ed out that but one of the boys attended 
school. It was not for him to say -wheth 
or the story in tlie Times emanated from 
tlio circumstances of two years provi 
ously. . There was certainly a coinci- 
dence. 

In answer to questions Inspector Eaton 
said-he had seen Principal Paul of the 
Hllrh Schoor and the Principal had said 
there tY-ore, no /boys in his department 
who were suspected;, Tho' editor of the 
Times did 'not know of his own knowl- 
edge what school the boys belonged to 
or whether they attended any school. 

Trustee Marchant said his first infor- 
mation had como from the editor of tin 
Times. As confirmation that there was 
something wrong- in tlie schools he said 
he had been lianilcd ii letter, dropped no 
doubt inadvertently in front of his oltlce. 
The letter wns addressed to a school 
hoy, suggesting an assignation at ii 
house in the city, and was signed with 
a fictitious name. H(> had seen the father 
of the boy and the boy himself, and had 
been satisfi(Ml that tho boy was innocent 
of having carried out the suggestion. In 
regard to the story in the Times lie had 
waited on the editor and on Senator 
Temiileman but had got no more in for 
mation than Inspector Eaton. It was 
quite true that m(>dical men did not give 
the names of their patients, and conse- 
quently he could not exactly understand 
the story.

The board went Into committee and 
appointed Miss Blackburn and Miss Ilar- 
nip, it b^lng decided to have an addi- 
tional teacher, • . • ' 

Chairman Hayward before adjourn- 
ment said ho would like to say a few 
words. For fifteen years he had been 
a member of the board ot school trus- 
tees and for the past ten years chairman 
of the boord. For five years previous 
to that ho had boon the honorary secre- 
tary. During that lime he had seen the 
schools rise to their present ellicieiit po- 
sition and his only wish was that they 
would continue to improve. The linanc- 
ial standing for the past year would 
show that the schools had been carried 
on in a more economic and satisfactory 
manner than over, and the year had also 
scon tho adoption of a new policy in the 
management of (ho schools. The policy 
was one that had been endorsed by the 
Committee of Fifty, the making of the 
duties ot the trustees more legislative 
than executive. An experienced inspec- 
tor had been appointed and he thought 
that the public now saw the necessity 
for such a respiuisible guide in scliool 
matters. .Mr. Hayward thanked the 
members of the board for (ho courteous 
manner iu wdii(di (hey had treated him 
and tho consideration they bad shown 
for his opinion. He concluded by stat- 
ing (liat it was probable tliat he would 
not again' be a member of the board, 
feeling as he did that he was now entitl- 
ed to a rest. 

Trns.tees Marchant, Mrs. .Tonkins, Mrs. 
Grant and Dr. Hall expressed regret at 
the decision of Mr. Hayward to retire, 
and Mrs. .Tenkins that she also would 
not again be a candidate. 

Trustee Mc.Mickiiig would not like (o 
take too seriously wdiat the chairman had 
said, for candidates sometimes did not 
come out until nomination day. It had 
been with groat pleasure that he had 
sat under C^hairnuin Hayward, and ho 
greatlv regretted his decision to resign. 
I/ike jirevious sjieakers he approved the 
appointment of an inspector, who nat- 
urally knew more abmit (he schools (lian 
trus('ees could without his advice and re- 
ports. The trustees had not got the in- 
formation from the government inspec- 
tors that tbev had from Mr. lOatcm. 

Trustee Belyea also expressed his re- 
gret at Mr. Havward's decision to re- 
tire for it would be ditncult to find as 
eonneteiit a successor. The board had 
bee fortunate first in taking liic step 
to 1. ipuiat an inspector and secondly in 
sec ing a competeiK man. It was slow 
work improving schools, but the trustees 
must not stop until a fully eqtupped 
Normal had been erected in Victoria, 
Another necessity wns a modern high 
school and he would advocate that next 
year. The equalization of the teachers 
salaries should also lie brought about 
next year.

"Shippers iu the Oriental bumness say 
that there was never an era in wlilcli 
trade looked bettor than th'e •one 'th'a.t 
has 'just ' begun, lliore arc ;•• five, big 
stcamsiiip Unes, or 15;vesf!0l8, now hand: 
ling the trade between America and the 
Orient, •and even now these ships an 
inaticquate to the demands upon them 
This wns well illustrated a few days 
ago, w'hen a big ship|x>r in Portland of- 
fered to pay the highest <-arrying rates, 
with aiprcmium of ^1,0<)(I, for the trans- 
portation to Japan and China of a i\nni\ 
tity. of 'flour. The Nippon Ynsea Kaisha 
line wns one of those to whom the oiTer 
had been made, and they ii^otted hav- 
ing to dedline. Local agent Kogers says 
his company's steamers cannot nwrly 
meet flie n^quirements of trade, and he 
is continuitlly rejc('ting freight in conse- 
quence. Tlis company has for some 
time been -endeavoring to charter at l«vst 
two more -ve-ssels, and thus increase their 
fleet to five, but so far the effort ha 
been fruit1e.ss, tonnage being scarce on 
the Asiatic coast, and still more Hcuri'O 
on this con-Ht. Tliere is probably 
place in the •■\vorld where there is such 
ft demand for tonnage as there is on the 
TaARc. The business now done with 
. the -Orient , is iprincipally that which in- 
volves the carrying of outward cargoes, 
so tbtit tramp ^bips in Asiatic waters dii 
not find it profitable to cross the Pacifit; 
twice for the one load, tlie rates of all 
competing steamship lines being now uni- 
.fonn. Speaking alone for the ' I^ippon' 
Yusen Kaisha ships, not a steamer has 
loft port for several weeks but has had 
a business man aboard who was going 
to the Orient to vxteiid trade. .\niong 
the latest to leave on this mi.ssion are 
President Morilz Thompson of the Cen- 
tennial mills, just across the line, and

Chief Dea.sy's dep'irlmeat. If the more 
valuable of the latter are acted upon 
there will be gain instead of loss to the 
city at large from the present exixiri- 
enco — for preparedness is the assurance 
of safety, and .bo city can affonl to be 
preiiared for but one fire at a time. 

Tliat was the great difficulty at the 
Government street fire. The penuanent 
or expert force seems quite caiMible of 
handling fire,, but It is not -large enough 
to be divisible and still effective.' There 
was no delay in responding to tlie tele- 
phoned call for the Heatborn block ddre, 
for witliiu tlirec luluutca the steamer — 
which alone had been left on £iiard at 
the station when the alarm fioundcd dTor 
the ItoccabcUa blaze — went whirJiug by 
nnd made coaaoctiou witli the nearest 
hydrant. 

Then Driver Palmer ^ind EngiiieiT

tiro for a quarter of an hour nnd asked 
each other in iudigualiou uiid amazement 
why water was not mi. The fact wn« 
that when the engine went to the lire,

Uydrants can 
not be deiiended ou ut all, when on one 
of the lowest iiarts of the eity n pressure 
of but '•il'/i pounds is obtained at niglit- 
time— barely siUlieicut to put -an ineffec- 
tive stream in scctfOd flood windows. 
With the steamer tliat has heen ordered, 
augmentation of the permanent Ibrce, 
and Its drilling in divided' strength as 
weir as collectively, and' the eastenslon of 
the district station plan, the clitgr will 
fcH!l safer.

THE SI.EKPING GIANT. 

Will China Awake From the Somnolence 
Ot Centuries to Resume Her 
Place Among Nations? 

D, W, Stevens la St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 

Only yesterday the news came that 
China, the sleeping giant of the Kast, had 
at last aroused herself, and was shaking oCC 
the shackling superstltlona of centuries. 
Hardly had the news been published when, 
hy one of those Intrigues which appear lu 
these modern days like a page from the 
"Arabian Nights," the hapless young Lm- 
DMOr was dethroned, all his well-meant 
offoifa at leform were scattered to tlie 
winds, and that remarkable woman, the 
Dowager Kmpreaa, was again In control. 
No one can question the ^gravity of the 
crLsIs which this evpnt boa created. It 
Is ot especial consequence to countries lite 
the United States aad Japan, whose great 
Interests In China may. at any moment 
be Imperilled. . , , . 

yet, nothwUhstandlng this crisis, which 
seems so like the beginning of the end, 
there are optimists who believe that China 
will CBcnpe from this ordeal, as she has 
from others, practically unharmed. There 
Is a Dowor of passive resistance in this 
licheniotU of nations, they argue, which 
ofCsots Us unwicldliies.s and the apparent 
hick nf the faculty of coherent action be- 
tween Its various parts. China before this 
has been In peril ot dismemberment from 
without and of .dltruptloa.from wltlilu, 
but at the critleal moment the danKcr has 
been averted and no Irreparable damage 
has been Inflicted. 

In the talk of China s dl.smenihennont or 
partition, no account appears to be taken 
of any po.sslble action on the part of the 
Chinese people themselves. It seem.i to bo 
tiic general understanding that foreign con- 
trol will be substituted for Chinese rule, 
and that the people will remain quiescent, 
otferlng no objection or resistance. An em- 
pire with a population of over 400,0(X),000 
Inhabitants; with a territory eoverlap sev- 
eral million sqiiare miles, comprising pro- 
ductive alluvial plains, traversed by grrnt 
waterways, fertile valleys, and inoiiiitalns 
nnd hills rich In minerals, It Is apparently 
thought, will be yielded up without n nnir- 
mur. The idea is preposterous. To gain even 
u rcasonablv eompleto control ot any one 
of China's great productive provinces, to 
nuihe It foreign territory In fact as well as 
In name, lines ot railway must be built 
costly miiitarv and civil establishments 
must he iniintaliicd ; In ii word, many 
things must; be done which eiiu not lie 
speedily completed. In the iiionatliiie armed 
resistance may be expected, and with It 
elians, so far as the people of the coveted 
regions are concerned. 

Of ccMrse we know that strange things 
ore done bv Christian nations In the name 
ot conuneieo, hut China Is not Africa and 
the Chinese are not savage tribes. A for- 
eign ruler Is reported recentl.v to have said 
that the extension of his conntry's coin- 
nieree within Chlim was taiitiiniDiiiit to tlio 
.spread ot the blessings of el vli b.at Ion 
nniong the victims of misrule "inilqno In 
the world's history." That Is the good old 
way of putting it. The dlfdenlty Is that 
when eoramereo Is aecompnnled by Maxim 
gons and repeating rifles the blesslairs of 
i-lvlllzalk.ii are apt to appear obscure— to 
the "vlcllms" at all events. 

The Chinese are a peaceful people, dlsln- 
dined to war, but not cowards. In many 
of those rich and populous provinces to- 
ward which foreign nations arc now look- 
iii.i; longliiglv no foreign armed form haa 
ever set fo<it. 'J'he ' people, nltlioiigli tlii'y 
may not care to enter the military service 
of llieir coniilry, where low pny goes with 
n degraded posltl.m, are not incapable of 
bearing arms efllclently. In many parts 
of China there are brave nnd hardy sol- 
diers. The French found It so in Tong- 
Klng, as their loss of 30,000 soldlei-.s shows. 
Japan did not llad a vlctorj- so difficult, but 
hero was a war ngnlnst the mandrirlnnte, 
who represented and controlled an obsolete 
anil worthl(>sa Hyslciii. A wnr of reslatniiee 
to the jmrlltloii of the country would he a 
dllTereiit thing. It might not be successful, 
cor even [jrotrnctcil, but It would entail 
coiiseipiences which even the most ardent 
n(lv,;i'ale of the extension of commerce by 
the acqnlslllon of territory could not view 
with IndlfTerence. Bv«Ty .vesUge cf law 
and order would dlsnppeai','- and no • man's 
l f(> or property would be safe. The secret 
societies, the bane of China, would not be 
slow to take control, nnd the "braves," of 
wliniii they are largely eoinposed, would 
liolil hlyli revel. Even the llnul restorjitlon 
of iirdiT, with whatever of prollt or of pow- 
er It might bring, could not make this ovcr- 
tnni to the liitrodiietlon of the "blessings 
of civilization" a pleasant memory. 

If 1 may venture the opinion, however, 
liropheelea regarding the partition of Chlnn, 
whether Immediate or In the renioto fn- 
tni-e. must he taken with a certnln grnlii 
of allowance. In the llrst plne<\ how eonld 
sii"li a piivlltloii be in-aetleally eft'eeted? 
AVlio would dellinliiale the 'motes and 
hiniTiils. nnil li(,\v would miitunl Jenlousles 
lie r.-oonolloil nml Ratlsded? So, .also, ns 
rei.'nrds ".spliercH of Influenee," pxrppt 
where the toriu Is used In tlio broadest 
sense. How cnn such spheres bn deter- 
mines csactly In a country like Chlnn, nnd 



how can Infringement, or the appearance 
of Infringement, be prevented? The pow-, 
erg which have obtained a foothold on 
Chinese soil will cxerclBo a certnln Influ- 
ence lu those Immediate neighborhoods, no 
doubt, but does that necessarily lueou that 
nil other fdrclgn commerce can be rigidly 
excluded? To boy lu the cheapest market 
and to sell lu tbc dearest Is the soul and 
CBseface ot successful trade. Caa Chluese 
even within the "spheres ot lulluence" bo 
compelled to violate the law? The Chinese, 
as 1 have said before, are a practical people 
and good mereliaiits, and it Is not likely 
that the urtlUelnl restraints of a "s|)liere 
of Influence" would long siiflico to force 
them to do violence to their Instlneta as 
traders. 

It should not bo understood from what 
precedes that 1 Intend to belittle either the 
Importunco or the BignlUeancc of the re- 
cent movements of certain .Buropcan pow- 
ers regarding China.- To >ineVthey appear 
ns ominous as they doubtless do to others. 
My only object, na will appear later on. 
Is not so much to minimize the danger as 
to draw nttentloii to certain coiisiileratlons 
which win enable it to he met auccesafully, 
should It ever come. 

There is an clement of mystery about 
llussla's recent course in Cliliia. So tar 
as wo know ofUclally Itusala has obtained 
no cession of territory. Ilcr officials have 
denied tbo storj- of a secret treaty, and 
malutnln that the only object of the Cassliil 
convention was tho grant of a railway con- 
cession from n certain point ou the Amoor 
through Manchuria to Yludlvostok, con- 
necting wltli Siberian line and shorten- 
ing IL several hiiiulred inllcs. This railway 
was to be connected with another tlirongii 
.Manchuria to some seahonnl indnl, pre- 
sumably on the Gulf ot PcchlU, This latter 
line was to be under Joint Uusslnii and 
Chlne.se control. Snl)sequentl.v, apparently 
a.s a sot-olT to Germany's scl-/,ure of Klao- 
Cbow, Itussla obtained control of Tallon- 
Wau nnd I'ort Arthur. Here a curious (pu's- 
tioii arises: Was Knssla aware of Ccr- 
niany's intention to seize Klao-Cliow before 
It oecurredV The general Ijcllef Is thiit siio 
was. bill on ihc other liaiiit, it 1ms lieen 
stated on Uu- highest aulliorlly that Cor- 
inaiiy's action wn.-s as much of a surprise 
to Itnssla as it was 1o every one <dsej The 
fact 1m imiiortnnt, if it Is a fact, beoiuise 
It marks a vor.v definite separation between 
lutercata which the world hitherto supposed 
were. If not Identlenl, at any rate, liar- 
luonlniis. 

Another eurlon.s eireumstaiiei' Ik the fol- 
lowing: Oal.v two years aft(.r Cermaiiy and 
Knsslii, In compnii.v with l-'raiire, Imil' forc- 
ed .Japan to re-e.>de the I.ian-Tung peiiln- 
snhi til (.'lilna, on the ground Unit It was 
not riglit for a foreign power to oeeujiy 
territory eoiit rolling the approaches to 
Pekla and Corea. one nf them had Klao- 
C!how and tlie otbor Port Arthur, the most 
luiportant stratcgetle points ns regards the 
control of those approncbes. This will 
S(.rvo ver.v well na the diplomatic version 
of the fable of the ox anil the bull. 

The position of Hussla la Tallcn-Wan nnd 
Port Arthur Is peculiar. The understand- 
ing l.s that the territory has not been 
(•filed to her absolutely, but merely the usu- 
fruct for a term of years. That leaves Chi- 
nese ownership Intact, nnd, coliicldentl.y; 
the extra territorial rights which foreign 
nations have under their treaties with 
China. 

To the minda of many Intelligent ob- 
servers the problem of Hiissln's' .leslgns 
presents the most serious feature of tlie 
jiresent sltuntlon la China. JIaneliiirIa Is 
universally conceded to be hers: altliougli, 
lis already pointed out. It Is not actually 
kno-n-n whether or not she has received the 
concession of one foot of territory. Nevcr- 
thelcs.s the genera] Impression remains that 
s'he Is only hiding her time, and that she 
will absorb one strip of Ohincse territory 
after another, until she has It nil, or nil 
KoVe what she concedes to her ally, France, 
on the Routli, and something, possibly, to 
her other ally, Germany. Tlila foreenst Is 
meurate In one respect, that Is, If wo can 
judge the future by tho past, that Is to say 
In so far ns It represents Husshrs advanci's 
as probably being slow and gradual. That 
lins alwn.vs been her mode of progression 
In her nciiulsltlor of territory in Asia. She 
moves toward her chosen goal dellberatel.v, 
not Buddealv or violeatiy, abstaining from 
arousing animosities among the tribes and 
peoples whom she brings under her swny, 
nnd being careful even to respect their 
foibles and prcjuillces. It Is true that her 
territorial acquisitions hitherto have con- 
sisted largely of vast tracts of country 
sparsely Inlinblted as a rule, and It may be 
that she will change her methods as she 
approaches the densely Inhabited regions 
of populous China, but If the past Is any 
criterion of the future, no Immediate act 
of agression on her part toward China la 
probable. (Jr. to put It ujion even surer 
ground, no effective act of aggression Is 
possible Just at present, for Ilussln Is not 
ready, aad can not be prepared to begin 
this onward march of absorption, admitting 
that 'shie contemplates It, until the Siberian 
and tlie Manehurlan railways are completed 
and that will not be for some years to 
come. 

In tho menntlmo It Is only right and just 
that we should credit her assurances that 
she has no ultimate designs against tho In- 
tegrity of China In -what she bns already 
dune, nnd no ulterior object beyond the Ic- 
gltlniato derelopment ot her territories. 
Then she, oU' her part, can have no right 
to comfilaln If other rations, linvlug as val- 
id an Interest as herself in tbo commercial 
and Industrial progress of China, do what 
they can to safe guard their interests. , 

There Is one fsolutlon of this " question 
which would bo ns advantageous to China 
ns It would be to every power having com- 
mercial relations with her, nnd that -would 
be the opening of the whole empire, with- 
out restrictions and under proper condi- 
tions to foreign trade nnd resilience. There 
would be difficulties regarding the system 
of consular, or extra territorial, Jurisdic- 
tion, but they are not Insuperable. Unfor- 
tunately. It Is too mncli, especially since 
the reernt palace revolution at Pe'kin, to 
expect thl.s concession from Chinese can- 
servntlsm, even though It offers One of the 
strongest safeguards which, under presciit 
circumstances, China could po.ssibly obtain. 
l!nt, happily, pnlaee rcvoliil Ions, oven In 
China, can not continue Indefinitely the ftlv 
.staclcs to reasonable and sensible proKres.s. 
China Is coming closer and closer to the 
jiartlng of the ways, when the dormant 
forces of progress must arouse themselves. 
perlinpH through the sense ot impending 
danger from without the empire, perhaps 
from the liopelesness Of existing conditions 
within. Tho awakening may be to disaster 
and ruin, but It may be, let us hope, to 
national regeneration. 

It Is hardly necessary for me to call at- 
tention tn llie deep coneern wlilrh nil that 
affects ("hina .-fhould have for the people of 
thl.s couiitry. Hitherto our Interest In tlie 
affairs. of the far Kast, especially In those 
of Chlnn. has been but languid at best. 
If duilnB recent years that Interest has 
Itirrenscd nt all. It has not been, I fear, 
becnnso .the possible fate of the Chinese 
einiilrc seemed a matter of practical con- 
cern to us, but rather because tlio migra- 
tory halilts of its Iiilmbltnnis tliri'aleiieil 
to creale a tronbli-somu doinesllc problein 
In the United States. Now, however, all 
llial Is ehaiigi'il. Keeent events have 
hroiiglit home, even to tho most thought- 
less of us. a vivid realization ot the fact 
that we, In truth, a world power, having 
Interests oa mnny'seas and tn many lands, 
wlieri! goes the commcrco that Is to make 



ufl even more prosperous than we already 
are,, but nowhere greater Interests than In 
our anclcat neighbor, tbat- vast' but . help- 
less empire across the broad expanse .of the 
I'aciac. . • -

Miss Dorothy Morton, Mr. Hubert Wilk 
and their associates of the Dorothy Mor- 
ton opera company presented lust even- 
ing. It was not a high-grade produc- 
tion, by any moans; .it was neither sung 
nor staged tp bqBt. advantage; it was 
uot such a.pr?|ientation of opera as, was 
to he'-ahtlclpated 'from the association 
with it (if Mian Morton's name' and her 
former triumphs with " The Fencing 
Master" and "Tho Geisha."

Those who know the meaning of navel 
from personal experleme In crossing the 
continent on the soft cushions of a Pull- 
man sleeper can hardly comprehend the 
definition of the term that a Klondike pll- 
grln. • would give, moro especially If that 
pilgrim had chosen the winter season for 
his exit from the land of yellow dust and 
Icicles, There are othor.s who fancy that 
they know better than to regard the win- 
ter trip to the outside as a i'ulhnan ear 
snap; but they look upon It as u eoniblna 
tlou skating anil snowshoeing jaunt, little 
t j he dreaded by anyone with u fairly good 
constitution and a lovi- of sport. The Yu 
Icon river In winter, they forget. Is not u 
glassy sheet of rink lee, with comfortable 
hotels and oyster saloons at convenient 
inten'als; it Is on the other hand about as 
nmcU of a skater's paradise as It Is n 
rival of Honolulu for torrid atmospher(»— a 
wilderness of dreary snow mounts, swept 
liy llerce winds that cut like little kniyes, 
Infrequent shelters, ever present danger of 
death, and poor fare to Intenslfv the ter 
rurs of the cold when llie t liernionu't ei 
drops to liO below and refuses out of shanu 
to register uny further down the scale, 
Mr. !). A. McKadyen, who with hl^ part- 
ner, Philip Hampton, Is now nt the Do 
luluion, gives a graphic account of tin 
Journey out that thoy have Just completed 
and which— but for the fact that It was 
nuuie In better time than tho majority 
i iadd hope to accomplish— may bo taken us 
a sample experience. Mr. McFnyden Is one 
lit the fathers of the Klondike, If the term 
can be used of so young a num, aud owns 
lu'nperty In Dawson and on nlmost 
stream or gulch In the territory, Including 
.\o. !l below on Sullihur, No. 7 on .Mont 
Crlsto creed;. No. ;i on Magnet anil No. 'J.S ou 
Ilrewer, N'o. ;JS on Seroggle and No. L'li on 
Thistle, to which creek tho eyes of all the 
north country are Just now directed. Ite- 
shlcs his mining ventures, Mr. McKaydeu 
has been Interested In many .other business 
enterprises of the north, and has since 
last Juno been prominently Identified with 
the New York Tribune In its far northern 
agency. He Is now down for the winter. 
Intending, however, to return to the scene 
ef his numerous Investments In the si)rlng 
.Speaking of the trip out and for the pur 
pose of ntTordlng tho comfortable stay-al 
homes some idea of its characteristics, he 
thus reviewed, day bv day, his own per 
sonal experience, in a talk witli a Colonist 
rpporter yesterday: 

"I left Dawson on tho 15th November 
with two dogs, and made Insley creek, 10 
miles away, th6 first day out. Stopping 
I'.ero at the Polar Inn, I was surprised to 
Hull the accommodations such as no man 
could llnd fault with— the best In the 
laud. The lee was very bad for Inivelllng, 
anil progress In conseiiucnee dlflleult. Til 
second day I made Imllan Itlver, nine mlle^ 
with a gale blowing and the mercury stand- 
ing 58 below, zero., My nose, checks, chin 
aiul fingers Verb froKcn, but we pushed 
on. 

"The third day out I made Sistj'-Hllo 
jiost, 20 miles being covered In tho day, 
with the gale still blowing and a snow 
t-torm raging, the thermometer registering 
0:i below. The next day I made Stewart 
'22 miles, being lost t.vlce on an Island 
Tile Ice had overllowed with about six 
Inches of water, so that I was soakiii 
wet for nine hours. At eight o'clock In 
the evening I got my little axe to \vork, 
lit n lire, dried my socks, and at ten tht 
same night was ready to proceed, not know- 
ing where I was or where I was going In 
the pitchy darkness. I linnlly .ran up 
against a jirospector's party with a tent, 
about three and a halt mlle.s from Stew 
art, Thoy took mo in and kei)t rae until 
morning. At four lu the morning I was 
up and away again, with about eight Inches 
of water on the lee. 

"When 1 arrived at Stewart It took mo 
all of three hours to get my socks oil my 
feet before the hot Arc; thoy were frozen 
on. At Stewart I laid up for one' day 
preeeeiling then to Tlilslli-. erlppleil by 
the frostbites. .Nineteen miles more travel 
ling on the Hooded river, with inorraslnH 
f.ud .socks soaking wet, took me Into 
nUrttle, moro dead than allvi;, at ten 
o'clock at night, tho start having been 
made at four In the morning. Here, too, 
I finind line hospitality In a tent run by 
lir. Howe and his wife, who cared for 
my injured feet and health lu a nianuiT 
entitling them to my deepest gratlluih 
I left them at six In the morning, and 
walked to Tiiliire. l.S miles, with llooiled'i 
as usual and below, arriving at six 

In the evening. Good accommodations and 
a warm welcome awaited me. The next 
morning's start vfaB made nt seven. Little 
liertha creek— twelve miles— btdng jnadi 
that day, 

"The dogs jilayeil out at three In tin 
afternoon, ami I found myself at houu 
and well cared for with Mr. (ireen ami his 
(laughter, of Seattle, who cuiild not do to<i 
much for me. With the care received from 
lliein I was able to take up the tramp 
again at half past live the 'ollowing morn- 
lag, proceeding eight miles mi the journey, 
when oni- dog gave out, anil I was obliged 
to shoot blm. Then 1 worried along until 
two In the afternoon, when 1 found eali- 
lus and made camp for the night. Next 
iiioriiing I started nt half past eight, iiru- 
ei'i'dlng until half past ten or thereabouts. 
The ice gave way about twenty feet, llie 
dogs and the sleigh going in tile water. 
One of the dog was carried under flie 
water and another fighting for life. Rathto- 
than sec him 'suffer I shot hlui, too, and 
thus ended my dog experience, the team 
of three lastltig hut 140- or IHO miles on 
Iho Journey out. 

"I lo.st with the dogs and slelgli my vest, 
with watch aud chain aud n diamond ring 
worth about ^r>Ht), SO.T In money, and a small 
amount of prevlslmis. Pushing lui, I made 
Sidwyu river tin? same day, a distance 
01 sixteen or eighteen miles from the cabins 
that bad sheltered me for Ibe night. There 

I met Col. Howie, of San I'":-aiielsco, wllli 
eight men, at a <-ainp lire, all soaking wet 
and drying I heir clothes. They had fallen 
through the river Ice, the ("olonel, like 
myself, sun'ering ii loss of four dogs. He 
had also frozen both feet niul one of his 
hainls. It had been (!'«• below, and he had 
troubles of Ids own to remoniber. 

"Tho next morning I was up and moving 
from Selwyn at eigiit o'clock, making Sol- 
kirk afoot by night, a distance of 48 miles, 
llenf I laid up. ^a week, resting up and 
111 tending to my numerous frostldtes, this 
being the first place where I could stop 
lud (d)taln fiecessary care and aceoniuioda- 
linns. While here I renewed acquaintance 
wlih 'SU: T. W. Lansing, of .MinneapollH, 

II ciiiil ractor and buMdcir, who recenti.v has 
been engaged as superintendent of con- 
siriii llon of the Canadian goverinnont buiid- 
fngs at .Selkirk, 

'.'The first night out on taking tlio road 
again saw mc eighteen miles out, wltli two 
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dogs and outlU, on one sleigh. I set camp 
for the night, with the? thermometer 58 
below, one ear, and niy nose and lingers 
being frozen during the night, while .Mr. 
Lansing escaped with small fro«tbitfiS on 
the nose. 

"The next day I got away nt 6 a.m:, 
iand made tho Arctic Express stopping 
■place for tho night. The first case of 
real hold-up, comparatively speaking, wtis 
here— U.'iO being charged for a shelter and 
a few pules to lie on, tile travcdler fur- 
nishing his own blankets; was al.so 
(he charge fm- a meal, supper consisting of 
boiled beans, fried bacon and slapjacks, 
with tea— only this, and nothing else For 
breakfast we had a change. It was tea, 
fried bacon and liolled beiiiis. with slap- 
jack.-s for dessert. The slaiijacks were cer- 
tainly fougli eniiugh to make solo leather 
for a shoe pack. 

"Seven-twenty next merniiig saw us on 
the road again, Uoochleiio creek, sixteen 
miles being made, aud Hue ai-commodatlou 
being fonnd at the eiul of the day's travcd- 
llng. F.vcrything here was of tlio best, 
and at reasonable prices. Horse meat was 
on the 1)111 of fare for supper and breakfast, 
this being ccnsidered a luxury by the travel- 
ling Yukoner, as compared with the fare 
we had been accustomed to on the way 
out. At this point I bought a dog, for 
which I paid $175. 

".Mr. Lansing, being a 230-pound man, 
played out, and wo only made six miles 
that day, the weather growing warmer 
and the glass showing only about 20 below. 
I'amping for the night we coidted our own 
meal, of oatnieal mush, fried bacon and 
slapjacks. I"or shelter we liuilt ourselves 
a wigwam. After a hurried breakfast in 
the morning we took up the niareli ag.iln, 
Ilie breakfast being niiiili! of beans, bacon, 
slapjaeks and colTre. That night we Join- 
ed forces witii a (icriiiau conk from Los 
Ang(des, who with his partner was com- 
ing out. That night we maile an agreement 
with tho Gorman to do the cooking for 
us on the remainder of the tramp, but 
during the breakfast In tho morning the 
German and his partner had a fallen .out, 
a fight followed. In which the cook got 
decidedly the worst of It, this breaking 
up the party with tho German's company, 
John Coxle, the cook's partner, skipped 
to avoid arrest, and we pushed on In the 
original formation, 

"Little Salmon, 21 miles on, we made 
next day, having to carry Mr. Lansing 
the greater part of the way, aud this de- 
laying us till eleven at night. We found 
good ai'conimodatloiis at Llttli.' Siiliiinn. 
where having been refreshed we started 
from at six o'clock, making Hlg Salmon 
at nine In the evening. I'roccedlng from 
l!lg Salmon at four In the morning, we 
made Hootalluipni river by seven or eight 
In the evening. The ice being all gone, 
we remained on the bank opposite the town 
for tliree hours before we could hall tho 
police and get across, weary, foot-sore and 
thoroughly ready for the. rest and refresh- 
ment of the littlo settlement, Sir. Lans. 
lug was too sick to go further, and we 
atcordIngiy,.Ieft_blm at Hootallnqua to fol- 
low at- his conTCnlcucc. 

•The next day we made Thirty-Mile riv- 
er, a dlstanco' of thirty-three' Balles helng 
covered and people being passed en route 
who had been ou tho road four days from 
our last stopping point. Next day we 
leaelu'd Lake Le Rarge, thIrty-sIx niilea, 
sleeping In an Indian tepee for the night 
among the "saviigi's" of the district, who 
did all In I heir power to make us com- 
fortable. Our next sti)|jping place was 
twenty-four miles from the head of r,e 
Itarge, on the Slxty-l"lve-Mlle river, no 
ai'cidents occurring and the travelling br- 
ing giKMl. .Next day It was Taglsh, where 
we heard miicli about the Atliu exidtcinent, 
and the people appeared strangely anxious 
to Invest In Klondike nuggets. 

"I'roceedlng on the Journey, we next day 
overtook Mr. Haniptoti, of iForest, Out., 
and Mr. Tom. Wtlklushaw, of BuOlalo, N. 
v., witli whom we continued to the salt 
water, Itcnnctt wna made about five In 
the evening, and the Log Cabin for tho 
!ie.\t stoi) at four tho foUowjpg day, 'm a 
blinding snowstorm. We turned out back 
on the Log Cabin the following morning 
after recidvlng our clearance papers, and 
made for the Summit in one of the wildest 
snowstorms ever known In that region. 
Leaving Lug Ciililn at seven o'<dock, we 
had by noon made Twelve- .Mile camji, four 
miles distant, one of our jiarty getting lilni- 
Kclf lost in the storm, aud a fridlless 
seaidi for lilm being made in (>very direc- 
tion. We reported him missing to the 
Canadian iioili'e at Twelve-.Mlle ivimp, and 
tiiey immediately put mil seven men as a 
pallid to search for him. We presseil on 
lit eight o'cliick, not knowing whether mir 
late comrade was founl or not, but sure 
that everything was being done for his 
succor. The Sununlt was made by night- 
fall, only eight miles representing the day's 
travelling, which gives some slight Idea 
of (lie kind of a storm we had to face. 

",\ext morning we proceeded through the 
White Pass, six milin, and caught tiie 
railway train fm- the last stage of our 
Jeiirney to Skiigway, apiiarently lu good 
health, but 1 myself having lost r>r, pounds 
In the trip of thirty nine days, Including 
the week lay-up for rest and repairs."

C. P. R. AND THE WEST, 

Tardy Libei;ttl Admission Thnt Its Con- 
struction Has Made .Canada a 
Nation.

■While calling to mind, and never intend- 
ing to forget, what Caauda has done for 
its tranBcontlueutal road, we have no dis- 
position to deny that the C. P. It. has acted 
much hotter than was expected, and In a 
dlU'creut spirit from what has frequently 
bceu shown hy great railway corporations 
in tile United States. The country Is pioud 
of it and is willing to give It every con- 
Bldorntion which could Justly bo claimed. 
AS'hon Sir Charles Taper went officially 
to '\VoBhlngton";to meet the late Mr, Hay- 
at-d; 'thci| secretary of state,; the latter sahl 
to him: i'.!'The' confederation of Canada and 
the construction of a great Interaceanic 
lino of railway from the Atlantic to the 
I'aclllc has made t'aniiila a nation, and 
we might as well recognize the fact." 
All ])olllicliins on the other side of the 
line are not statesmen of Mr. Bayard's 
calibre, and some of them still (liiil It 
hard to recognize a fact which has the 
dimensions of halt a continent. The com- 
Iiosition of the high commission now sit- 
ting, ought to mako It plain to tho meanest 
cai)aclt.v, and servo also as a hint tlmt 
(ireat Hrltaln Is at our back In all affairs 
lieloiiging to till, northern half of North 
America. Their general attltmle has bad 
the merit of consistency, and there are his- 
torical reasons for It. Into the merits of 
which we need i ot now enter. As secre- 
tary of state, men like Mr. Hamilton FIsli 
and Mr. Hlalne made open complalat that 
Great Hrltalu consulted -us In negotintlous 
about our own flsherlcs, and as the Euro- 
pean continental powers are making pri- 
vate complaint because the United States 
Is (ajdng a hand la old world alTalrs. so It 
must he pointed out that the other trans- 
continental lines have given a welcome the 
north side of friendly to the C. 1'. H. ever 
since It was opened for trafib'. Hut though 
they have iloiie everything In their power 
to cripple It, the road goes on prospering 
In an aggravating fashion. They have In- 
v(d;ed their inuch-dcfeKtcd Interstate com- 
merce net, swearing that they observe It 
while thrlr rival d.'ics not; lliongh when 
lirought to book they have neither siibstan- 
tlateil the charges' nor had the grace to 
aiiologlze for them. They have ludicrously 
iiilsrc[ireseu(ed Its relalliin tn the ('aniuliiiu 
government, styling It a "Uomiiiloii on 
wliicis," and other nfilues equally luminous 
and accurate. The moro to excite popular 
odium, they have repeatedly declared thai 
Great Britain bullt It as nn Imperial road 
and as a menace to neighbors who, of 
KMirse, have no parallel lines. All the 
while the American business of the C. P. 
It. baa never amounted to more than a 
anuill percentage of Its total; and though 
there la a general impression to the con- 
trary, we believe that It could afford to 
view with the utmost oquaulmlly Its pos- 
sible deprivation of that by menus of hos- 
Uin legislation. 

Since It was opened for trafflc the sncci'ss 
of the C, P. n. has astonished tho most 
experlenr'cd railroad men. "I would take a 
ri turn ticket by It to the f'oasi," said one 
of them In Toronto at the time. "If I were 
not sure that the wdiole thing would bui-'l 
U]i before 1 could get back." It crossed 
vast regions without Inhabllauts and with 
no possible freight lu sight, yet from tin- 
llrst It gave a through service daily of 
such quality that It Attracted passcngirs. 
while freight seemed to sprltJg Up from the 
lartli or drop from the heavens. Twice 
uithlu the last l.'i years the unirket [iilee 
ef Its stock has sunk to a lower point than 
the gronnil lloor on which Its promotiTs 
stoiMl when lloatlng it. .Auvone who had 
faith then either lu it or lu Ibe country 
could have made a fortune by taking In- 
finitely less chances than the members of 
the syndicate took; for It i.s understood 
thnt at ono time some of them bad to mort- 
i?age tho very chalris on which they sat to 
koej) construction going on. 'When It was 
nt the lowest point *'"' occasion. 
Lord Stratlicoua said publld.v that he had 
not sold ami did not Intend to sell a share. 
It scarcely becomes those who had not his 
fallli to gruiidile at his success. Kveryone 
who knows anything of Its Inner history 
knows that the C. P. U. has been governed 
by extraordinary foresight and energy In 
any nmvo which it took freely, while It 
made the best of any move which It was 
compelled to take. 'Vcnfures which spomed 
Imiieless In the Judgment of competent 
critics have turned out splendidly. Thus, 
no one believed that It coidd compete suc- 
cessfully with San rranclsco for the .Tnpan 
anil China tradCj UUt simply by giving a 
better service It'cabturcd the hest passen- 
ger traffic and all the freight tlmt It 
wants. 

, Without attempting to explain the secret 
of Its BUCCtfBB, let It be admitted that for 
tills and more It Is entitled to the greatest 
credit. And yet It Is tWpopulnr almost 
evcrywhiTc. and for thnt tmpopnlarlt.v we 
believe that It has llself In ii great measure 
to thank, It la prnctlcnlly a monopoly, 
find It has often used Its enormous power 
short-slghtedly. Whnt a new country 
needs above everything else Is cheap trnns- 
portotlon. When foreigners are carried 
chcnply across Canada, in luxuriously- fur- 
nished care. It will not do to make our own 
people bear too heavy burdens, Tlie.v do 
not ask for plush or velvet, but the.v ex- 
pect (dieaiier rates than they now enlov. 
nod n reduction mi return tickets, Beoond- 
tlass included, all along tho line. 



At a late dinner at the Mansion house 
thri'e foreign consuls were present to 
whom the Lord Mayor wished to do bniior 
bv drinking their health.
